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THE  ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  MEDICAL  OFFICER  OF  HEALTH 

FOR  1965 


Mr.  Chairman  and  Councillors, 

I beg  to  present  to  you  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  concerning  the  health  and  sanitary  conditions  of  the  Urban  District 
for  1965. 

The  Registrar  General’s  population  estimate  for  1965  shows  an  increase 
of  260  to  30,930.  Births  decreased  by  51  to  535  and  the  uncorrected  birth 
rate  fell  to  17.3  per  1,000  population.  It  should  be  remembered,  however, 
that  the  total  births  last  year  was  high. 

The  number  of  deaths  increased  by  one  to  330.  but  due  to  the  increased 
population  the  death  rate  fell  from  10.7  to  10.6  p^r  1,000  population. 

It  is  very  pleasing  to  report  the  lowest  infant  death  rate  ever  recorded 
in  Bedlingtonshire,  13.0  per  1,000  live  births.  There  were  seven  infant  deaths 
and  of  these  four  were  under  one  week.  This  follows  the  trend  throughout 
the  country. 

There  were  488  cases  of  infectious  disease  notified,  406  of  these  being 
measles.  There  was  a brisk  epidemic  of  dysentry  during  the  year  and  62 
cases  were  notfiied.  Pulmonary  tuberculosis  notifications  amounted  to  nine, 
one  more  than  last  year. 

The  Council  continues  to  contribute  to  the  welfare  of  old  people  by 
supporting  the  activities  of  the  Old  People’s  Welfare  Committee.  During  the 
year  1,683  chiropody  treatments  were  given. 

The  Meals  on  Wheels  Service  extended  its  scope  to  the  Stakeford  area 
in  October  and  the  service  operates  on  three  days  during  the  week  under  the 
guidance  of  the  W.V.S.  During  the  year,  2,748  meals  were  delivered. 

I wish  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  the  Health  Committee  for  their  support 
and  my  colleagues  in  other  departments  for  their  co-operation. 

The  Health  Department  staff  deserve  high  praise  for  their  loyalty  and  the 
conscientious  manner  they  carry  out  the  departmental  duties.

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OLD  AGE  — ILLNESS  AT  HOME 


I am  convinced  that  the  problem  regarding  acute  illness  in  elderly  people, 
especially  when  they  are  living  alone,  is  becoming  more  and  more  difficult. 

Incidents  are  occurring  where  elderly  patients  are  having  strokes  or  heart 
attacks,  leaving  them  paralysed  or  helpless  and  the  family  doctor  is  unable 
to  obtain  their  admission  to  hospital.  Whether  this  is  due  to  a lack  of  beds 
or  lack  of  staff  is  an  academic  question. 

Nursing  care  for  this  type  of  patient  is  much  more  important  than 
medical  care.  Nursing,  warmth  and  nourishment  are  the  essentials  and  then 
after-care  and  rehabilitation. 

This  can  be  done  at  home  if  there  are  relatives  willing  and  strong  enough 
to  carry  out  these  tasks. 

It  is  becoming  commonplace,  however,  to  find  that  such  patients  have  to 
rely  on  elderly  spouses  and  equally  elderly  neighbours,  the  district  nurse  and 
the  home  help.  Where  there  is  no  spouse  the  situation  becomes  impossible. 
There  is  no  provision  for  a night  service  of  any  kind  and  these  elderly  patients 
must  wait,  often  in  great  discomfort,  for  the  coming  of  the  dawn,  and  the 
home  help. 

I feel  sure  that  my  colleagues  in  general  practice  must  find  this  situation 
is  arising  more  frequently,  and  my  colleagues  who  are  in  charge  of  geriatric 
wards  will  agree  that  they  are  unable  to  cope  with  the  demands  made  on  them. 

There  is  an  urgent  need  for  hospital  beds  for  these  patients  and  there 
is  an  urgent  need  for  half-way  houses  of  some  kind  to  allow  the  beds  to  be 
freed  for  further  acute  cases. 

How  this  is  to  be  achieved  I cannot  say  because  I realise  that  the  staffing 
problem  is  most  difficult.  Nursing  the  elderly  is  hard  work  and  often 
unrewarding  to  young  staff — true  geriatric  nursing  is  vocational  and  requires 
good  health,  patience,  tact  and  real  nursing  ability. 

It  is  wrong  to  have  small  isolated  units  caring  for  the  elderly  sick.  These 
units  must  be  attached  to  a particular  hospital  and  the  staff  must  be  part  of 
the  larger  unit  so  that  a regular  change  over  to  more  congenial  duties  can  be 
arranged. 

1 here  is  a great  risk  that  an  increasing  number  of  single  elderly  men  and 
women  will  suffer  from  neglect  in  the  very  near  future  unless  this  problem 
is  given  very  high  priority.

DISEASE,  1965 


There  were  488  notifications  of  infectious  disease  during  1965.  Of  these 
406  were  due  to  Measles  and  62  to  Dysentery. 

Measles 

There  were  406  cases  notified.  A moderate  epidemic  year  with  a fairly 
high  proportion  in  the  6 — 15  age  group — 81. 

Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  and  Non-Pulmonary  Tuberculosis 

There  were  nine  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  notified  and  one  non- 
pulmonary.  This  is  one  more  pulmonary  case  than  1964,  but  it  is  still  a 
satisfactory  situation. 

Dysentery 

There  were  62  notifications.  This  started  as  a brisk  epidemic  in  Cambois 
in  April,  which  continued  until  July.  All  the  cases  with  one  exception  were 
Sonne.  The  exception  was  a Flexner  infection.  The  age  distribution  signifies 
that  it  was  not  confined  to  the  child  population  and  careful  checking  had  to 
be  carried  out  to  ensure  that  no  food  handlers  were  involved. 

Scar'et  Fever 

1 here  were  10  cases  notified  during  the  year. 

It  is  p'easing  to  report  the  continued  absence  of  Diphtheria  and  this  year 
there  were  no  notifications  of  whooping  cough. 

There  were  no  food  poisoning  cases  notified  and  it  must  be  accepted  that 
food  hygiene  propaganda  and  health  education  are  playing  some  part  in 
bringing  this  about.  It  may,  however,  be  due  entirely  to  good  fortune!

During  the  year  nine  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  were  notified  and 
one  case  of  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis.  While  this  is  an  increase  of  one 
case  in  each  type  the  trend  continues  downward. 

There  is  always  the  possibility  of  an  exacerbation  of  this  disease  due  to 
an  undetected  open  case,  but  even  this  risk  is  becoming  less. 

Five  of  the  pulmonary  cases  were  over  45  years  of  age  and  there  were 
no  cases  in  school  children. 

The  tuberculosis  register  showed  a further  reduction  of  two  at  the  end 
of  the  year,  to  108,  pulmonary  and  non-pulmonary  cases.

Work  for  the  eradiction  of  bed  bugs  was  carried  out  at  1 1 Council  houses 
and  three  Private  houses  and  for  cockroaches  and  other  insects  at  129  houses. 


During  the  year  one  case  of  scabies  was  investigated  and  all  bedding 
and  clothing  disinfected  by  means  of  steam. 


SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

Phase  2 of  the  Main  Drainage  Scheme  to  re-sewer  the  district  is  now 
completed  with  the  exception  of  the  pipe  over  the  Sleek  Bum  valley  to  connect 
the  sewers  laid  up  to  the  banks  from  east  and  west.  This  work  is  now  in  the 
hands  of  consultant  engineers. 


PET  ANIMALS  ACT,  1951 

Two  licences  are  in  force  authorising  the  keeping  of  pet  shops,  one  at 
Front  Street,  Bedlington,  the  other  at  Clayton  Street,  Bedlington.  The 
premises  are  visited  regularly  and  no  infringements  have  been  found. 

ANIMAL  BOARDING  ESTABLISHMENTS  ACT,  1963 

One  boarding  kennels  at  Bothalhaugh,  Choppington,  is  licensed  under  this 
Act.  A very  high  standard  is  maintained. 

RIDING  ESTABLISHMENTS  ACT,  1964 

One  riding  school  was  licensed  under  the  Act  but  was  obliged  to  move 
to  other  premises  outside  the  district  before  the  termination  of  the  licence. 
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WATER  SUPPLY 


The  whole  district  is  supplied  by  the  County  Borough  of  Tynemouth 
Water  Undertaking.  The  water  has  been  adequate  and  of  good  quality. 

Water  for  the  swimming  pool  at  Humford  Mill  is  taken  from  the  River 
Blyth,  is  of  continuous  flow  and  is  sand  filtered  and  chlorinated  before  entering 
the  pool.  For  the  four  summer  months  during  which  the  pool  -was  open  the 
attendance  was  8,933  children  and  adults  in  addition  to  season  ticket  holders 
and  organised  school  parties.  The  very  poor  summer  accounted  for  this  low 
figure,  less  than  half  the  usual  number. 

Thirty-five  samples  of  water  were  taken  during  the  year,  seven  from  the 
mains  and  28  from  the  swimming  pool,  and  examined  by  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory.  The  results  of  these  are  given  in  the  following  table. 

Water  from  the  River  Blyth,  especially  when  the  river  is  low,  is  highly 
polluted  with  sewage  and  the  efficiency  of  the  swimming  pool  chlorinating 
plant  and  the  taking  of  samples  are  all-important.  In  five  samples  out  of  28 
coliform  bacilli  were  isolated.  Now  that  electricity  is  installed,  the  provision 
of  high  pressure  filters  may  be  considered.  This  would  enable  the  same  water 
to  be  used  over  and  over  again  without  resorting  to  the  polluted  river  supply. 

Fourteen  houses  are  served  by  standpipes  in  the  back  yard.

SLUM  CLEARANCE  PROGRAMME 


During  the  year  93  families  have  been  rehoused  from  83  houses,  eight 
of  these  families  finding  their  own  accommodation  in  private  houses,  and 
although  this  is  a reduction  on  last  year’s  figures  it  is  nevertheless  a 
considerable  contribution.  The  Council  have  been  ever  mindful  of  the  need 
to  raise  the  housing  standards  of  the  district  and  have  given  a generous 
allocation  of  Council  houses  for  this  purpose. 

We  have,  to  date,  cleared  over  1,800  houses  from  the  slum  clearance 
programme  and  have  now  only  some  450  left,  half  of  them  at  Cambois  so,  at 
the  present  rate,  we  should  achieve  in  another  five  years  what  at  one  time 
seemed  impossible.

As  yet  there  are  no  legal  standards  of  lighting  for  the  different  types  of 
premises  involved  and  for  the  various  back  rooms  and  stairs,  etc.,  which 
form  an  important  part  of  these  premises.  At  the  request  of  the  Ministry  of 
Labour  readings,  as  shown  in  the  following  table,  were  taken  during  the 
month  of  November  using  a photometer.  These  give  some  indication  of  how 
lighting  standards  vary  from  place  to  place  and  which  parts  of  the  premises 
receive  the  better  attention.  Improvements  are  needed  in  shops  and  back 
shops  where  fine  work  is  done  as  in  hairdressers,  dispensaries,  etc.,  where 
clothing  is  maiked  in  dry  cleaners’  shops  or  bills  made  out  in  back  shops.

The  licensing  of  retailers  of  Pasteurised,  Sterilised  and  Untreated  milks 
and  the  taking  of  samples  of  milk  is  carried  out  by  the  County  Health 
Department.  Within  the  district  three  dealers  are  retailing  Untreated  milk, 
12  retailing  Pasteurised  milk  and  45,  mostly  shops,  retailing  Sterilised  milk. 

30  samples  of  Pasteurised  milk  were  taken  for  bacteriological  examination. 
29  of  these  passed  the  methylene  blue  test  and  27  passed  the  phosphatase  test. 
1 sample  of  Untreated  milk  failed  the  methylene  blue  test. 
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Ice  Cream 


Three  premises  are  still  registered  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955, 
for  the  manufacture  of  ice  cream,  two  by  the  heat  treatment  method  and  one 
by  the  cold  mix  process. 

72  shops  are  registered  for  the  sale  of  ice  cream  and  all  conform  to  the 
standards  required  by  the  Food  Hygiene  (General)  Regulations  with  hot  and 
cold  water  for  hand  washing,  etc. 

43  samples  of  ice  cream  and  nine  samples  of  ice  cream  ingredients  were 
taken  for  bacteriological  examination  by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory.  30 
of  these  were  Grade  1,  15  were  Grade  2 and  seven  were  Grade  4. 


MEAT  INSPECTION 

Three  private  slaughterhouses,  used  by  four  butchers,  are  still  operating 
within  the  district.  All  are  fully  equipped  and  maintained  in  accordance  with 
the  Slaughterhouses  (Hygiene)  Regulations,  1958,  and  the  Slaughter  of 
Animals  (Prevention  of  Cruelty)  Regulations,  1958.  Regular  inspections  are 
made  by  Veterinary  OTicers  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture.  Fisheries  and 
Food. 

A 100  inspection  of  all  carcases  and  offal  has  been  maintained 
throughout  the  y ar  and  all  carcases  stamped  fit  in  accordance  with  the  Meat 
Inspection  Regulations,  1963.  No  charge  is  made  for  inspection. 

Because  of  rising  costs  of  animals  for  slaughter  the  numbers  killed  this 
year  have  fallen  by  34  bovine  animals,  1 1 sheep  and  57  pigs. 

Once  more  no  Tuberculosis  has  been  found  in  the  bovine  animals  and 
only  1.23%  in  pigs.
